vith luig-r wlicelF. The faros for 
lravi Hers v:âj-iPd from H- mile to seven 
miles .or ono cent. The buinpine was 
ierrible. however, due to poor rond.', 
and travel by this mcanf was vciT 
slow. The ardval of the coach on this 
îlolà 1.1 i iideavour was a huge develop, 
mom. wa.s a cross 'belween a ca.i t 
and a. .sedan chiUr, and thouph it liad 
no springs, it was slung on four large 
leather straps. The coach had the 
advantJige of speed, doing two or 
tliree times the distance of the ordinary 
car;. By ■Ihl.'-- inean.s. the .iourney from 
liyoriB to I'a.ris first tools eleven days, 
but It was later improved to five 
days. This was a rrr«;at advantage, 
but nevertheless, travel entailed great 
dangers and discomforts. 

TraA'el hnrsebacU ivas however, 
the mrfSî hrrlily prized method, for 
lioises could go fiO to 100 miles a 
day. liidinc ' post became the mo^t 
jiopular s>"Plein. It had been Inaunirat-

A. K Oxley New President; 
R. B. and E. D. MacLeod 
Spoke at Meeting 

Whrn a pcr.son looks at m Uidnoy- 
plll nd. ill tho stieoi car which refers 
to •that sore back', psychological re- 
action is so strong that usually the 
individu.il develops the, .".ymplonis of 
kidney trouble, buys .i pni'kapo of the 
famous plll.s 'miraoiilim.sly' nirrs lilin- 
Kf-H, by siicp. siioii. This ino.ident 
shows wliai psychology Is doing lor 
biisinr.<:s I'lri.ii.ncy, according to Ro- 
bert B. SlacUeod wli,, spoke on "The 
Contribution of Tsycholopy to So- 
cloty." 'at the joint meeting with ihi" 
Soclologloal Club yestenl.Ty evening. 
He assorte,] -liai thr lis.\ ohologic.'il re- 
searoli after efficiency was done with- 
out oi-iiisiiioiatlon of personal welfare, 
although iho assistnnco given to edu- 
cation by' psychology h.Oil been very 
great, and rcsponsibl- for present 
oducitional excellence. "Effloiency 
!ak<s the hefirt out of modern so- 
cietA" lu' said. 

Klnier MacLeod. uIk. upened ihe 
discussion, s.aid thai sociology Is 
built upon a foundation of p.sychology 
and that the sociologist must know 
nature before he can study society. 
He went on lo show iho value nf psy- 
eholr.gy in mcKleni Industry — concen- 
1 rating on the individual — crime, 
mi'dlein". and in the form of intel- 
ligence tests which worked out ver>- 
well as used by the U. S. Xavy in the 
Great War. Robert MacLeod support- 
ed Elmer MacLeod's stand in this 
inaiter. 

,T. Duckwortli and P MacViear wore 
the principal spe.aJvCrs In the short 
discussion which followed, the former 
questioning sociologically, certain as- 
sertions of R. R. and E. MacLeod. 

Owing to the absence of the staff 
of rhe P.sychologieal department. Drs. 
D.TWson and <;-tty.s (.f the department 
of sociologj- did not wish to take an 
unfair advantage in argument. but 
the former questioned E. D. Mac- 
Leod's assertion that psyeholog>' was 
ba.V!d on .spciology. It only helped 
sociology-, he said.

LAsfliiGHT 

Address in Connection With 
Talbot Papincau Debat- 
ing Contest 

.\i the inipromplu speaking con- 
test held last niglr. in Siratlicona 
Hall. Colonel Wilfred Bovcy was 
called ti|ion lo 'make a few opening 
riiii.irks ill eonnectioii with the 
oomniemeraiioii m|" thofe graduates who 
feu in tho Great War. This liroce- 
duro Is alw.Vys adopted on the occa- 
sion of the competition for the 
T.T.lbot Papincau Cup. Colonel Uovey 
spoke as follows; — 

"It Is our custom on the day when 
students of this University moot to 
test a.galnst one another tJieIr 
ability in impromptu speaking to 
commemorate those nndergr.'iduatcs 
and gr.'idu.ites who in the Great War 
of 1314-191S made the la,st great 
sacrifice in the cause of liberty, and 
one ot thorn in especial who' was an 
officer of this Society, 

"Tlire.- liundrod a"<l fifty-six .sons of 
old .MeGiU left as much of thcm.sclvos 
as was tied to this earth beneath the 
kindly grass of far countries; but 
Wo know that the brave spirit which 
Inbaliltcd those bodies never grudged 
what thoy gave. When tboy wont 
forward into the battle, even though 
the words were not on their lips, 
their thoughts wore like the thoughts 
ef Alfred at Bthandnno: — 

"To bow a slave to n race of slaves. 

Til drink up infamy 

Nay, brothers, by the road I think 

Ueath were a better nle to drink 

And by all the stars of Christ that 
sink 

I The Danes drink witli me." 

"Not la-st among the naines of ijioso 
who cnnioil for thomsclvoH undying 
fainc stands that of Talbot Pa'plneaii, 
ill whose nieiiiory Is given thi2 cup for 
tho posses.siun of which this nvonlng's 
compétition lakes place. Sprung fr.oiii 
English-speaking and Flonch-»poak- 
iiig stock, a descendent of that great 
rebel to whom In iiart at lenjt we owe 
and Ihe other iialiinis ul tiie llritisli 
Emiiirc owe their iiilieriteiice of re- 
presentative government, there was 
never a more typical, never a more 
In.val young Canadian than Talbot 
P.'Lpincau. lie ejcemiJllfled in himself 
that everlasting conflict of Interesls 
upon wiilcl) the British Empire has 
been built DP. lie was no Imperialist. 
I .should like tn tell yuii uf iiiAny an 
hour spent in rHiscus'sion with him 
when be ii|ilield the view llitil I he 
Interesls of Hiltyin eonfllcteii ivilli 
those of <'.'anad<-i, yot when tliu liuiir 
of trial cii.nio, he recognised thai Ihorc 
nriiifd be no future for Çnmid'a with- 
OUI thé.

Porhnps the most popular debate of 
the eve.ning was th.i.i .stag-d by fack 
Spœlnr and Brrol Amaron whl!.- the 
judges were clos^-ted in Judgment. Their 
subject was "K'^olved that under- 
graduates ha,ve a degenerating effect 
an<1 should he abolished." Specter's 
statement that Sir .John A. Macdona.M 
was dead and th.\l he hlm.'^If felt 
slightly sick, wa.s parellclierl by .\ma- 
ron'a argument that slnc.^ 'he pro^es- 
sor.s and sophomores had failed to abo- 
lish the freshmen. " the impossible 
should ncVcr be attempted. 

Two Riiiijects wer.-. di-^cussed hy the 
candidates for the cup; "Rcaolved th.tc 
Democracy as .a. .system of govern- 
ment has fallfd" and "Resolved that 
Western civilization has a degonera- 
llng influence on mankind." The 
chan.!re in subjccL^ was niad,^ after 
half the speakers h.id .»poken. 

.Most of the speakers oppoaing the 
second resolution contrasted the East 
with the West, .is the antithesis of It. 
Schwlsberg in .supporting the resolu- 
tion claimed that w,; must Judge the 
West on its own merits — the Ktist 
does not concern ui=. In answering the 
argument of the advances made under 
Western Influences, be pointed out 
tho advajjces made in such thin.-ïs as 
modern warfare — poi.'.on gas. and al! 
manners ot' horrible devices. 'We hear 
such terms as the submerged tf-nth'. 
'down trodden ma.sses' — are these in- 
dicative of anytSiing but retrogres- 
sion';" he askod. 

The first subject introduced was 
the que.--tioii of Denioi.-raey. .\ O. 
Lloyd in introdue.ing it emphasized 
the fSict that though Aiilocrocles have 
given wa.v to Democracies, the change 
has not made any improvement, and 



ha.s failed. The affirmative of the rciio-. 
lotion silgge,sted fhat the a iitocrats wern 
too often of ihe wrong kind.

The r-^maining speakers dealt iritli

Nell-es relied on the contrast of the 
Bast and th« West In proving that 
ill.- W-stern civ-.!i7..ition ha.s .anything 
1)11' a derrimenral effect. Casey, who 
foiiowed. poir.Led out that the eternal 
hunt for money, chanicteristie of the 
West, Is not a. good sign. 

Xalm contended thar, in spite ot 
standardization, man is not a machine, 
but In comra.st w-irh people of former 
times 13 free and happy.
